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Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to the amendment filed on March 06, 2008. 

Claims 3-23 and 25-38, are pending for examination, claim 1-2 and 24 have been 
canceled; claims 3, 5, 19, 25, 30 and 32 have been amended; claims 33-38 have been 
newly added. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 3-1 7, 25-26 and 30-31 , drawn to document presentation of topic 
road mapping, classified in class 715, subclass 712. 

II. Claims 19-23, 28-29 and 32-38, drawn to management of remote 
accessing, classified in class 707, subclass 200. 

The inventions I and II are related as sub-combinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. 



In the instant case, invention I (document presentation of topic road mapping) 
has separate utility such as present document in topic road mapping format. Invention II 
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(management of remote accessing, has separate utility such as distributing / 
downloading database data from a server to a client for navigation/manipulation. 

Because these inventions are distinct and search groups I and II are not required 
to be simultaneous for the reason given above which would raise a serious burden for 
the examiner, if restriction is not required since the inventions have acquired a separate 
status in the art in view of their different classification, therefore, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
